Witho ut any prev io us warning and 
witho ut cause, Mr. Go ldman aro se at 
an unusually early ho ur and as o ne 
in a dream wandered into the ro o m 
adjo ining where hi s 
two 
children 
slept. 
The sight that met his iy e s 
caused his blo o d to run co ld fo r the 
bed co ntaining the two precio us o nes 
was all aflame. 
lie fairly sprang to 
the side o f the co t and thro wing o ff 
the burning bed clo thes snatched his 
children fro m the fire and rushed 
o utside with them in his arms. 
The 
father was nearly o v erco me by the 
sho ck and the dense smo ke and fullv 
ex pected to fined hi s children dead 
fro m inhaling the flames and smo ke. 
His wife was aro used but the fam ­ 
ily did no t succeed in sav ing a single 
article o f furniture, and were thank­ 
ful to get o ff with their liv es.

States Ju dge Taylor has granted an 
Inju nction against the American Tele 
phone and Telegraph company (Bell 
long-distance system), and the Central 
Union Telephone company (Bell com­ 
pany operating in Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois) restraining them from inter­ 
fering with the bu siness of the inde­ 
pendent companies operating in those 
and adjoining states. 
The 
inju nction 
was 
granted 
at 
Clev eland u pon the application of Clar­ 
ence Brown, general cou nsel, and Jas. 
S. Brailey, jr., president of the United 
States Telephone company, which is 
the independent long distance tele­ 
phone company operating in Ohio and 
adjoining states, in a su it brou ght by 
that company. 
^ 
It is charged that the Bell is pu r­ 
su ing the policy of bu ying independent 
exchanges or selling Bell exchangee, 
where there are competing companies, 
and in some instances absorbing inde­ 
pendent companies by merger' and con­ 
solidation, or div ision of territory so 
as to eliminate competition and estab­ 
lish a complete Bell control. 
This is 
said to be in v iolation not only of the 
Sherman anti-tru st law, bu t also of the 
laws of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
other states in which the companies 
operate. 
This policy is said to be 
shown by the official reports of . the 
officers and directors of the Bell com­ 
pany, to their stockholders. 
The bill also charges that instead of 
u sing their enormou s profits to dev elop 
the bu siness, they u sed them in paying 
exorbitant div idends, and in acqu iring 
control of competitiv e properties in or­ 
der to su ppress competition. They are 
charged with issu ing many times the 
original cost of the stock in stock div ­ 
idends, and paying at times 18 per 
cent a year in div idends. 
It is shown that they can control in 
many local telephone companies and 
companies 
manu factu ring 
telephone 
apparatu s. In 1903 they attempted to 
pu rchase 
control 
of 
the 
Kellogg 
Switchboard and Su pply company of 
Chicago, and later of the United States 
Independent Telephone company of 
Rochester, N. Y., and the Stromberg 
Carlson Telephone Manu factu ring com­ 
pany of Rochester. Su its were brou ght 
in Illinois and New York to prev ent 
these consolidations, as being in v io­ 
lation of the anti-tru st laws of those 
states. 
In both cases the Bell compa­ 
nies were defeated. 
It is charged that when competition 
began the Bell companies adopted the 
policy of starting competing exchanges 
and operated them at ru niou s rates, 
In many instances giv ing free serv ice; 
bringing 
su its 
on 
patent 
claims; j 
threatening 
independent 
companies 
with financial ru in and of destru ction 
of their plants. It is said that in some j 
Instances the independent companies 
were driv en ou t of bu siness and their | 
equ ipment bu rned in pu blic. 


NATIONAL LABOR 
BODIES MET TODAY 


Sig n ifica n t Movement Begun In 


City of Denver. 


Denv er, Col., Nov . 23.—'Today in this 
city there conv ened two national laboi 
bodies, adju ncts to the American Fed 
eration of Labor which Satu rday clos 
ed its annu al conv ention here. 
Thesf 
two organizations, which represent a 
membership of ov er one million men 
are the bu ilding trades and the rali 
road employes departments, the lattei 
an organization of £ 00,000 men formed 
in Denv er on Satu rday last.
